Closed Captions 

Closed captioning is a process which converts the audio 
portion of atelevision program into written words which 
then appearas subtitles on the television screen. Closed 
captions allow viewers to read the dialogue and narration 
of television programs. 
Using Closed Captions 

Captions are the subtitles of the dialogue and narration of 
television programs. For prerecorded programs, program 
dialogue can bearranged into captionsin advance. Its 
possible to caption a live program by using a process called 
real-time captioning, whichcreates captions instantly. 
Real-time captioning is normally done by professional 
reporters using a machine shorthand system and computer 
for translation into English. Captioning isan effective 
system forthe hearing-impaired, and itcan alsoaid in 
teaching language skills.

4. Press A I VIM IP- button to select desired picture, and 
then press ENTER button to enterthe play interface. 




5. Press USB button to exit USB mode. 



Note: Do not removeUSB device fromthe TV untiiyou have exited the 
USB mode otherwise you may damage the USB device. 
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Setting Up Your Remote Control 

After ithas been setup properly, your remote control can operatein six different modes; 

TV, DVD, VCR, SETBOX , CABLE or AUDIO. Pressing the corresponding button on the remote contro 

allows you to switch between these modes, and control whichever piece of equipment you choose.

Volume Punch-Through: 

The TV Volume/Mute punch-through feature allows you to control the volume and mute function 
of yourTV while theremote is in anotherdevice mode. The feature isapplicable for all devices 
and brands thatdo not usethe volume control buttons for otherpurposes. 

Transport Key Punch -Through: 

The DVD orVCR transport keypunch through feature lets you remote the PLAY, STOP, PAUSE, 
REWIND, FF and RECORD functions of your DVD orVCR while the control operates inother 
modes. The feature is applicablefor all devicesand brands thatdo not usethe transport keys 
for other purposes. 

Protection mode
